that said co-inventors made the invention or inventions described and/or claimed in 
the aforementioned '373 patent when they were employed by the assignee of said '373 
patent; 

that said Mahendran and Pedersen are currently employed by assignee; that, in 
addition to the errors which were noted when the '669 reissue application was filed, 
correction of which errors have resulted in the first reissue application having been allowed 
with claims to a microfiltration membrane device having the specified limitations, at least 
one additional error has now arisen which is corrected by the reissue claims submitted 
herewith; 

that the error which has resulted in the filing of the claims herewith arose because it 
was not realized that the patentees were entitled to claims with the limitations set forth in 
the claims filed herewith, and arose without deceptive intention, and, all changes in the 
claims have been made without deceptive intent; 

that as a result of this error I believe the original '373 patent to be wholly or partly 
inoperative or invalid by reason of the claims being either too broad or too narrow, and in 
particular in not having claims (which are narrowed versions of the original claim 1 or the 
4 3 73 patent) as submitted herewith. 

that the basis for the claims submitted herewith is amply supported in the 
specification;
